Dayton, O'., April 29.—Before an at- 


tentive audience of 5,000 people, the 
principal address at "the cornerstone 
laying for a new Young Men's Chris- 
tian association building here was de- 
livered by •William H. Taft, secretary

Mr. Tatt congiatulated the 


Young Men's Christian association on 
its business methods and spoke of its 
influence, concerning which he said: 


"Another characteristic of the asso- 


ciation is its nonsectarian , religious 
quality. It believes in the Christian 
religion, is tolerant, liberal in its 
scope, and knows no denomination, no 
race, no politics. The truth is, the 
growth of the Young Men's Christian 
association has been an evidence of,

and at the &ame time an assistance to 
the growth of the spirit of Christian 
tolerance among all denominations. 
We are all more tolerant today than 
formerly. 
1 never was so fully con- 


scious of this fact as wh^n the ques- 
tion arose1 which had become intensely 
acute In the Philippine Islands in te- 
gard to the continued ownership of a 
large body of agricultuial lands by 
certain religious orders ol the Roman 
Catholic 
cnuroh. By circumstances 


not rrally connected with religious 
conditions at all, but giowing out of 
political conditions, the Catholic peo- 
ple of the island had been aroused to 
bitter hostility against ownership of 
these lands bv the religious orders, 
and with the restoration of peace and 
the resort to the courts (to which the 
orders would have been entitled) for 
the collection of rents or the eviction 
of 60,000 tenants, the piospect of a 
new insurrection was immediate, and 
the solution which offered itself was 
that the government should buy these 
lands from the'friars and then sell 
them on easy trrms to the present 
tenants. In order to bring this about, 
however, it was necessary to secure 
tho^consent of the head of the Roman 
Catholic church, and it was thought 
wise, therefore, to send a lepresen- 
tative to Rome to confer with Leo 
XIII upon this question, in order, if 
possible, to bring, about a friendly 
and amicable solution. But it was 
seriously objected that the Protestant 
denominations of the country would 
resent deeply the establishment even 
temporarily what seemed to be diplo- 
matic relations with a church. Finally 
the president, after consulting repre- 
sentatives of the leading Protestant 
denominations, counted upon the good 
sense and the religious tolerance of 
the people of the» United States, and 
concluded to follow the'ordinary busi- 
ness principle that when one wishes 
to accomplish a result, he should deal 
directly with the person?- having the 
power effectually to agree upon the 
result desired, and a representative 
was sent. The business, after much 
negotiation both at Rome and at Ma- 
nila, was finally concluded, and no 
peraotas were more considerate of the 
difficulties presented and sympathetic 
with the policy, adopted to meet them 
by the president, than the Protestant 
denominations whose opposition had 
been feared, t venture to think that 
GO years ago such a result would not 
have followed, and that the motives 
of the government and of the presi- 
dent would have been misunderstood 
or misconstrued. I regard that as one 
striking instance ot the greater broth- 
erhood that now exists between the 
great Christian denominations — a 
brotherhood that finds no more elo- 
quent proof than tn the continued 
prosperity and growth In influence and 
power of th* Young Men's Christian 
MsoclaUoa."

CUBANS SMILE 


AT OUR STAf f 


Havana, April 29.—Cubans received 


with smiles of derision the proposition 
of the general staff of the United 
States army at Washington to create 


standing army of 12,000 men for 


luba. 
That it did not excite any 


very grave apprehensions among Cu- 
bans of any faction is due to the im- 
pression that the plan is merely a ten- 
tative proposition of the general staff, 
and that the manifest obstacles in the 
way of Its accomplishment render it 
entirely unlikely of serious consider- 
ation by the United States govern- 
ment. Probably a moderate increase 
of the rural guard, now about 1,500 
men below its authorized strength of 
5,000, will be regarded by most Cu- 
bans as a satisfactory establishment 
of the armed forces of the republic. 


The most serious objections to \he 


scheme are that it at once imposes 
on the republic the double burden of 
a huge military establishment, which 
will absorb at least one-third of the 
revenues, and diminution 'of the al- 
ready thin ranks of labor by as many 
men as are called to bear arms. 


In addition to the military and eco- 


nomic objections, there is the preg- 
nant question of what necessity exists 
for the creation of a standing army. 
What, it is asked, is this army to do, 
assuming that it be possible to raise 
}t? If the force is designed for insur- 
ance against foreign aggression, what 
becomes of the obligation of the Unit- 
ed States to preserve inviolate the soil 
of Cuba? If the army is designed to 
maintain whatever government may 
be in power when the United States 
troops evacuate' the island, Cubans 
predict that it will be in effect a Pre- 
torian guard, capable of use as a terri- 
ble engine of oppression in the hands 
of a despotic president and ever ready 
to hurl one tyrant from power and 
elevate another as the interests of the 
military caste my dictate. 
- Governor Magoon, who has not yet 
been advised of rvny intention of the 
war department to adopt the "elabor- 
ate program of the general 'staff, does 
not believe it possible t« recruit in the 
island of Cuba 12,000 soldiers who 
shall come up to the standard of the 
United States army. This view is fully 
shared by Cubans experienced In mili- 
tary affairs, who point out that the 
United States has such difficulty In 
obtaining satisfactory recruits for its 
establishment of 60.000 men that it 
can not keep the ranks of the army of 
pacification 
reasonably full. How, 


then, they say, can Cuba be expected 
to raise a force of 12,000 men which, 
In proportion to the population, would 
be equivalent to more than 500,000 
soldiers la the United States? Where, 
It Is asked, are to be found the offi- 
cers to command this force?
